Few people have any good idea of the 
vast tim ber resources of Tuolumne county. 
LyiDg on the southern boundary, aloDg 
the Mariposa line, on the upper w aters of 
the 
South 
and 
M iddle 
forks 
of the 
Tuolumne river, is the finest body of 
lumber tim ber in the world. 
H ere, for 
sixty miles, is an unbroken forest of 
sugar pice, yellow pine, red and w hite fir 
and spruce. 
Tbe trees are enormous in 
size, 
and rise to magnificent 
heights, 
while the growth is so dense as to plunge 
the depths of the forest into a perpetual 
gloom. 
The trees average from five to ten 
feet in diam eter, and their freedom from 
limbs and knots greatly enhances their 
value for lumbering purposes. 
I t is noth­ 
ing extraordinary to see pine and red fir 
trees ten and twelve feet in diam eter, 
straight as an arrow, and rising to a height 
of 150 or 200 feet. 
This body of tim ber 
is easy of access, and only requires to be 
tapped by a railroad to be turned into a 
vast source of wealth. 
As yet most of it 
is the property of the Government. 
M uch 
of it, however, has been surveyed, and is 
now in the m arket. 
About two years 
since some parties projected a railroad 
through this region, and prepared to grab 
about 50,000 acres of the tim ber, but ap­ 
parently the scheme has fallen through. 
Their scheme was not a legitim ate enter­ 
prise, as their object was only to get the 
project under way, and then make a big 
deal w ith Eastern capitalists. 
Now the 
giant trees stand nodding invitation to 
the railroad and the saw mill. 
W henever 
these two agencies make their advent into 
this immense forest old Tuolumne will 
spring into renewed life and prosperity. 
The field 1 ies fallow now, w aiting for the 
coming of enterprise and capital. 


T he N ewest

R e m a rk a b le M in e.—The Sonora Dem­ 
ocrat of October 20th : 
Some of the most remarkable results in 
mining are being achieved at the Gold 
Cliff mine, at Angels Camp, Calaveras 
county. 
The mine is located on w hat is 
generally known all through the foothill 
counties as the m other vein. 
B ut the lead 
itself is not worked. 
I t is from a belt of 
talcose felate lying directly to the east, and 
running parallel w ith the lode, th at the 
gold comes. 
A t the Gold Cliff this belt is 
over one hundred feet wide. 
Everything 
w ithin this distance is taken ont and run 
through the mill. 
There are no shafts, 
driftB or stopes. 
The rock is simply quar­ 
ried ont from tbe surface along the hill­ 
side. 
The gold is all sulphuret gold, and 
is very fine. 
All along the Burface and for 
some depth below the surface the sul- 
phnrets are oxydized and decomposed, 
which renders the gold easily saved w ith­ 
out the aid of any chlorinizing proceso. 
One hundred tons of ore, if the stuff oan be 
called ore, is put through a twentv-atam p 
mill every tw enty-four hours. 
Although 
the power used is steam, the total cost of 
mining and milling ¡8 only one dollar per 
ton. 
W ater power is now being intro­ 
duced, by whroh means Mr. Goldatone, the 
Superintendent, expects to reduce the ex­ 
pense of extracting and crushing to sixty 
cents per ton. 
Mr. Goldstone informed a 
representative of the Union Democrat th at 
the rack yields about four dollars per ton, 
and th a t the mine pays regular dividends. 
Tricre are other mines of the same charac­ 
te r, equally ss large and fully as rich, so it 
is said, in the same vicinity, b ut no mills 
have been put up on them as yet, though 
one or tw o arc in contemplation,

has renominated Mayor Law, and the Re- 
pablican party has followed w ith an in­ 


dorsem ent of the nomination. 
Bo in Con­ 


cord, N ew port and other cities— wherever 
the effort has been sincerely made, political 
managers have been forced into the back­ 


ground in municipal affairs— as they should 
be. 
The N ew . York T im es says in a recent 
number : “ A citizens’ association has been 
formed in the Thirteenth A ssem bly r e s ­ 


trict, which w ill probably become yet an­ 


other factor in the political com plexion of 
that portion of the city.

cannot afford the cost of running steamers 


from yellow fever ports to California. 
As 
to the railroads, it would be better to in­ 
hibit all travel across the M exican line by 
rail than take further risk. 
N o one can 


calculate the danger in advance that would 
result to this State if the fever once finds 
a resting-place w ith us. 
This it w ill cer- 
tam ly do in March or April next, unless 
extraordinary measures are taken, for that 
it w ill reappear in M exico w ith the advent 
of hot weather is a certainty. 
W e yield 
«paco in this issue, at the sacrifice of edi­ 
torial m atter, to reproduce an interesting 
eu d peculiarly tim ely article on this sub­ 
ject from the Seattle H erald. 
The recita­ 
tion of facts there set forth and the con­ 
clusions drawn should command profound 
attention in California.

Eom e In te r e s tin g H isto ry C o n cern in g th e 
M arch o f Y ellow F e v e r In to N ew T e rri­ 
to ry . 
[Seattle Evening Herald, October 12th.) 
W e produce in to-day’s isBue an article 
from the Sacram ento R e c o b d -U n io n which 
treats the possibility of the introduction and 
acclim atization of yellow fever in California 
m uch more sensibly than the subject has been 
treated generally by the press ot th a t State. 
The Lna A ngtles papers discuss the subject 
in the light of a barely possible evil, and the 
San Francisco papers, while insisting upon a 
rigid quarantine of vessels arriving from in­ 
fected porta, affect to regard th a t city as se­ 
cure from any perm anent lodgm ent of the 
dreaded foe. 
M edical men, especially those 
who have had no experience w ith the dread 
disease, propound theories of their own and 
discuss theories propounded by those who 
have had opportunities for observing the dis­ 
ease w ith the utm ost freedom, while all par­ 
ties, j jurnalists and m edical meD, ignore prac­ 
tically the history of the terrible plagne. 
I t is to us a source of sincere rejoicing to 
realize th a t the middle of October is at hand 
and th at the probability of the introduction 
of the disease into Califoruia durirg the 
present year is reduced to a minim um. The 
establishm ent of 
a quarantine station at 
F o rt Y um a, albeit at a late day, tends to de­ 
crease the chances. 
B ut recalling our own 
observations and experiences in this direc­ 
tion, we deem it our duty to add our protest 
against any future trifling w ith chances or 
any failure to establish aud m aintain on this 
coast a perpetual guard against the introduc­ 
tion of a pestilenc.-, which, all the fine talk 
about dry atm ospheres aud glorious clim ates 
which our friends in the Golden S tate in­ 
dulge in, to thecontrary notw ithstanding, csuld 
find no more congenial field for the exercise 
of its dread sway than California presents. 
T h irty years ago, exactly, the yellow fever 
in the Southern S tates overleaped all its hith­ 
erto appointed bounds and asserted its awful 
suprem acy in previously unoccupied terri­ 
tory. 
By alow degrees and m easured steps, 
extending through a long series of years, it 
had ascended the M ississippi river to Red 
river and up th a t stream to A lexandria and 
Nagitoches. 
Iu 1853 it raged w ith unob­ 
structed violence a t both of the last-nam ed 
places. 
Shreveport, several hundred miles 
above the last-nam ed town, was considered 
practically as exem pt from a visitation of the 
scourge as Sitka, iu A laska, is considered to­ 
day. 
The population of Shreveport was esti­ 
m ated at th a t tim e at about 2,500 souls. 
An 
unusually low stage of w ater in R ed river in 
the year last nam ed made for weeks com m u­ 
nication between Shreveport and N ew Or­ 
leans and the intervening towns im practica­ 
ble by steam er, and 
in the 
m ean tim e 
goods 
and 
supplies 
for 
the 
upper 
river 
had 
accum ulated 
a t 
A lexan­ 
dria 
and 
Nagitoches, 
and 
suddenly 
during the m onth of Septem ber a rise in lied 
river occurred and a steam er was dispatched 
from Nagitoches w ith freight for Shreveport. 
Am ong th a t freight was a crate of crockery 
packed in straw consigned to a house on the 
levee. To a clerk in th a t honse nam ed H am ­ 
let was assigned the duty ef unpacking th at 
crate. 
H is work was but half com pleted at 
nightfall, and it was the last work he ever 
did. 
Before m orning he was in the grasp of 
the destroyer, and in three days he was in his 
grave. 
I t is needless perhaps to Bay th a t 
from the intense p iins in the head and spinel 
colum n which m ark the inception of the yel­ 
low fever, to the black vom it which closes the 
scene, there could have been no m istake in 
the disease to the practiced eye. 
And yet 
among the medical men of th a t tow n there 
was not one who suspected the nature of the 
m alady un til the black vom it declared its 
true character, and even then all were reluc­ 
ta n t to adm it th a t this “ shadow feared of 
m an ” had b:-cn flung over the prosperous 
town. 
A s for licking cause with effect, or rather 
tracing the effect to the canse, nobody 
thought of doing so. 
There were few if any 
believers in the transmissible character of 
the disease, and the efficiency, to say nothing 
of the necessity of qnarautiue measures was 
sneered at and in most csssb opposed with a 
rancor which rivaled the most intense odium 
t/teologicum ever manifested by contending 
believers iu different systems. 
Times have 
changed since then, fortunately, and intelli­ 
gence, taught by ssd experience, preaches 
manfully the abmlaie need of precautionary 
quarantine, but is too often balked iu its wise 
purp ss by penurious corporative and legis­ 
ts ve bodies, by criminal disregard on the part 
of sanitary commissions and by an “ after us, 
the deluge,” carelessnees on the part of com­ 
munities. 
To return to the Shreveport experience of 
1853. 
The death of young H am let was fol­ 
lowed in a very few days by the exhibition of 
new cases among old citizens, and in le s 
than a week by the announcement of the ex­ 
istence tf the d'seaso in an epidemic form by 
the local Board of Health, which announce­ 
ment was succeeded by an exodus which left 
not more than one-third of the population of 
the town as food for the disease, of which 
number remaining not less than 40 per cent, 
were buried before the frosts came and there 
was a lull in the disease, the writer being 
the last but one to succumb, a gentleman 
named Dashiell, who was with him in at­ 
tendance on a stricken household, following 
him to a sick bed an hour or two later. 
We say there was a lull. 
More than a 
month after the occurrence of “ black frosts” 
had, as had hitherto been the caseia the his­ 
tory of the disease in the South, made it, ss 
it was supposed, safe for the citizens who had 
fl :d on the breaking out of the plague, to re­ 
turn to their homes, and they had done so, 
the disease broke cut again and carried off 
scores of men and women. 
Let it be remem­ 
bered, however, that while the original vjsb 
tation raged there were ofien not enough well 
persons to care properly for the 6¡ck, acd 
sanitation of plague-stricken houses, destruc­ 
tion by tire, or eveD fumigation of infected 
bedding, clothing, etc., was not practicable, 
even if thought of. 
P lenty of heroism was 
displayed in Shreveport daring the tnrrible 
months ot September end October, 1853, but 
lack of 
knowledge and sickuess of heart 
among those who witnessed those dreadful 
scenes, made what to-diy are c insidered pre­ 
cautions, which nobody but a fool would 
avoid, unthought of. 
Since th a t memorable year the yellow spec­ 
ter has extended its jurisdiction over TexnB, 
M i sissippi, A rkansas and portions of T en­ 
nessee. 
Sanitation and quarantine clamored 
for a hearing year after year, and yet it íb 
not too m uch to say th a t for tw enty years 
after 
unrestricted 
intercourse 
between 
N agitoches and Shreveport left the door open 
for the destroyer to eater the last nam ed 
town, nothing was done of a practical nature 
to establish the value of thess great preven­ 
tive agencies. 
_ W e would regard ourselves as insulting the 
intelligence of the reading world if we should 
undertake to argue the param ount necessity 
of using these mean?, sanitation and quaran­ 
tine, to forestall the advent of the destroyer. 
W hat we wish to do is to rem ind California 
th a t if th at S tate is fortunate enough to 
et-cape a visitation this year, there is uo se­ 
curity for the future except iu a rigid appli­ 
cation of the most rigid rules which medical 
aud hygienic science have devised or can de­ 
vise to keep the enem y at bay. 
J u s t as the 
yellow fever, by slow acd halting marches, 
made its pestilential sway from the G ulf to 
M emphis, to Shreveport, to Vicksburg, Mis- 
sippi, and M arshall, Texas, to M azatlan and 
to Guaymae, ju st so is it creeping up to the 
borders of the vineyards of Sau Bernardino 
and Los A nodes, to the wheat-fields aod the 
orchards of Sacram ento and the San Joaquin 
valleys, and to the towns and cities of these 
great valleys. 
The preventive value of sanitation and 
quarantine has 
been 
d em onstrated; 
the 
trnnsm issibility of the germs of the disease 
was long ago taken oat of th a t region kuown 
as debatable ground, and w hatever woe and 
loss m ay fall hereafter upon the psopleof 
th a t State, in the event of a visitation of yel­ 
low fever, will be justly chargeable to a fool­ 
hardy reliance upon a clim ate which, how­ 
ever glorious it may be, is no mora proof 
against yellow fever than a sheet of w riting 
p iper is proof against a m icie ball. 
M edical 
men fam iliar w ith the disease and its stealthy 
and unheralded m arch from point to point, 
have sent notes of warning to California. 
The people of th at S tate w ill do well te heed 
them . 
The yellow fever scare in California teaches 
a general ¡es- on as well as a special one. And 
this lesson addresses itself to the Federal Gov­ 
ernm ent w ith no 1 -ss force and authority than 
to the State, the county, the city, the town and 
the individual. 
I t is nothing more than the 
tru th to say th a t ei'-her m istaken economy or 
carelessness, engendered by a few years’ ex­ 
em ption from notable epidemics, has relaxed 
the efforts of the Federal Sanitary Commis­ 
sion. 
A corresponding laxity is noticeable in 
other quarters where there should be unre- 
laxing vigilance. 
The forced and unexpected 
m arch which yellow fever has made this year 
into hitherto unoccupied territory m akes it 
incum bent upen the press—to-day the first 
estate in A m erica—to dem and a reorganiza­ 
tion, on a w ar footing, of all the forces op­ 
posed to the introduction and spread of dis­ 
ease in all its m ultiplied forms. 


The H elena (M oat.) Herald claim s for its 
p’ace th a t “ it is the richest city in the coun­ 
try in proportion to its population. 
There 
are fifty men whose incomes are above $10,000 
each, and quite a num ber of these e D jo y 
annnal receipts of $100,000. 
This, for a pop­ 
ulation of 7,500, is certainly a com fortable 
showing, som ething after the exhibit th a t 
P ortland m akes cf ever ten m illionaires to 
its 35 000 inhabitants. 
In H elena there are 
f >ur national banks, w ith deposits averaging 
$1,090.000 each. 
I t is in every respect a lira 
city, aud is fast losing the appearance of a 
m ining cam p. 
I t has good schools and news­ 
papers, six churches, tw o good libraries, 
co m m rcial and social organizations, good 
m unicipal equipm ents—water, steam fire de­ 
partm ent, electric appliances and a good ad­ 
m inistration of law .”

T he People of the S tate vs. A h Y en and 
A h F ee for gam ing—playing tan —was re­ 
sumed in Judge A rm strong's C ourt at 10 A. 
if. S aturday. 
T he C ourt in deciding on the 
objections to the evidence offered by the de­ 
fense, a full text of which appeared in the 
R ecord-U n io n of F riday, s a id : 
“ I have 
exam ined the law in this case and have 
come to a conclusion. 
T he conclusion to 
which I have arrived is th a t the evidence 
proposed to be offered by the defendants will 
have to be excluded. 
The city ordinance 
doeB not purport to authorize persons, upon 
the paym ent of the license, to conduct a 
banking game, and as it does not authorize, 
or purport to authorize, th a t the question as 
to the power of the Trustees to enact such 
an ordinance is not necessarily involved and 
cannot well arise in this case. 
I t had been 
my understanding, and it is the understand­ 
ing of the com m unity, th a t the ordinance 
purported to give th a t authority, and th at 
the only question would be as to the power 
of the C ity Trustees to enact i t ; but it is 
clear th at the ordinance does not have th at 
effect. 
There is some doubt as to the power 
of the Board of Trustees to enact such an or­ 
dinance, and th a t question is by no m eans 
free from difficulty. 
On the contrary, well- 
inform ed law yers m ay very reasonably differ 
in their opinion as to w hether the authority 
exists in the Board or Dot. 
T h at question 
will never be determ ined to the satisfaction 
of the people until the Suprem e C ourt has 
passed upon it, and it is hardly worth while 
for me now to express an opinion as to 
w hether or not the Board has th a t power. 
This is a oase which m ay be appealed. 
All 
crim inal cases prosecuted by indictm ent or 
inform ation in a C ourt of record are appeal­ 
able under the Constitution to the Suprem e 
C ourt. 
The testim ony offered by the defend­ 
a n t will be excluded.” 
M r. E dgertou stated th a t the point upon 
which the Court had 
based its decision 
had troubled him from the beginning and he 
was inclined to think th a t the point was well 
taken. 
H e did not draw the ordinance and 
had never exam ined it until this case arose. 
The c;a°e w’as subm itted then w ithout argu­ 
m ent, and the C ourt read to the ju ry Section 
330 of the Penal Code, which is as follows : 
“ E very person who deals, plays, or carries 
on, opens or causes to be opened, or who con­ 
ducts, either as owner or employe, w hether 
for hire or not, any game ot faro, m onte, 
roulette, lansquenet, rouge et noire, rondo, or 
any banking game played w ith cards, dice, or 
any 
other 
device, for 
money, 
check?, 
credit, 
or 
any 
other 
representative 
of 
value, 
is 
punishable 
by 
fine 
cf 
not 
less than 
$200 
nor 
more 
than 
81,000, and shall be im prisoned in the County 
Ja il until such fine and costs of prosecution 
are paid, such im prisonm ent not to exceed 
one year.” 
The C ourt instructed them that 
if they found from the evidence, beyond a 
reasonable doubt, th a t the defendants had 
been guilty of any of the acts described in 
the 
section read, it was their duty to con­ 
vict, but th a t in every crim e or public of­ 
fense there m ust exist a union or joint opera­ 
tion of act and intention. 
The ju ry retired, 
and after deliberating about tw enty m inutes, 
returned a verdict of not guilty.
